Supervisor Bort discussed Bay 
Area Transportation, He is a 
commissioner on the nine-coun 
ty Metropolitan Transportation 
commission, which covers 4.7 
million people. It is obvious, he 
said, that public transportation 
must be increased because 70 


per cent of air pollution in the 


Bay Area district is from auto- 


mobiles. It is obvious that with 


limits of oil or petroleum ser- 


vices, there will be future limi- 
tations on cheap energy for our 
area, plus people are tired of 
“blacktop ahd building bridges.” 

“We may have to give up our 
life style, more people on pub- 
lic transit and use autos for 
weekends or emergencies,” Bort 
said. 

The commission, he said , is 
looking at all modes of trans- 
portation, including seaports, on 
a regional basis. They are work- 
ing toward one organization, in- 
terchange of equipment, adver 
tising, one source of informa- 


tion on routes, tirne, and trans 
fers 


BART, he said, can never 
operate out of the fare box. 
Both AC Transit and the San 


Francisco Muni are subsidized 
by a tremendous amount of the 
property tax to keep running. 
Public transportation costs the 
people of Albany, Oakland and 
Berkeley about $30 per person; 
San Francisco, $80 per person, 
and other areas, less than $5 per 
person ‘per year. 


Private transportation 
about $700 per year for each 
car, Bort said. If people gave 
up their second and third cars, 
there would be more than 
enough for public transporta 
tion.

He predicted gasoline will no 
doubt be $1 a gallon within a 
few years. 
Bort said they will attempt 
to coordinate planning with oth 
er agencies because transporta 
tion is not a city or county prob- 
lem, but a regional one since 
people live one place and work 
in another. 


“There is much to be learned 
and much to be done,” he said, 
adding, ‘‘and there is no way 
to turn back.”
